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A French Baok Going.

Paris, March 12.—The Societe des 
Depots Comtes Couvrants is in a criti- 
cal condition. The Societe or bank 
suffered acuiely during the recent 
financial crisis in London and Buenos 
Ayres. It now has only 18,000,000 
francs on hand with which to meet 
claims amounting to 68,000,000 francs. 
After consultation it was decided to 
to ask the government for assistance. 
Consequently M. Donon, the managing 
director, called upon M. Bouvier, 
Minister of Finance, and asked him 
to advance the Societe 50,000,000 
francs. After making inquiries Bou- 
vier asked the Bank of France tocome 
to the assistance of the Societe. The 
Bank of France directors, after delib- 
eration, refused to grant the assistance. 
Bouvier then convened a meeting of 
the directors of the leading financial 
houses of Paris. The meeting was 
twice in session yesterday, being about 
an arrangement similar to that in the 
case of the Baring Brothers of London, 
which saved that house from utter 
collapse. It failed to come to an un- 
derstanding at the first meetiug. The 
result of the second meeting is not yet 
made public. 

It is stated in financial circles that 
the first reports of the Societe bank 
difficalties were promoted by bear 
operators on the bBonrse, and that 
when the rumors were first circulated 
the position of the bank was financially 
sound. 

At 12:15 p. mu. the Societe is meeting 
all demands made upon it by the ran 
which set in when the alarming rum- 
ors became realy circulated. 

As a result of the meeting called by 
the Minister of Finance, the Bank of 
France has agreed to advance the 
money required to tide over the diffi- 
culties of the Societe. 


Following is the basis of settlement | 


decided upon: The Bank of France 
advances 60,000,000 francs to the 
Societe, which sum is guaranteed by 
bills of the Societe and the Societe 
calls for 375 francs per share from its 
_ shareholders, and the financial houses 
jointly guarantee the sum of 15.000,000 
francs to the Bank of France. The 
assets of the Societe are to be assigned 
for the payment of the advances. It 
is understood the assets of the Sdciete 
are under 60,000,000 francs.

In no other country in the world 
is national property so largely 
shared by those usually denomi- 
nated the working classes, as in 
the United States. One reason of 
this is because labor is better paid 
here than clsewhere, and the rea- 
son for this must be traced di- 
rectly and mainly to the American 
system of tariff protection to our 
manufacturing and agricultural 
industries, which secures to our 
own workmen the manufacture 
and production of nearly every- 
thing required for home copsump- 
tion. Should the Democratic party 
ever succeed in breaking down the 
tariff to the point of making this a 
limited free trade country, the im- 
ports would go up into the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, taking 
just so much more work out of the 
hands of our own people, and so 
many more millions of money out 
of the country to pay for the man- 
ufacture of these goods abroad: 
We hardly think the people are 
prepared to test the experiment of 
the Democratic policy of a tariff 
for revenue only. 


THE manufacture’ of tin plate is 
something new in the United, 
States and the fact that it can be 
carried on profitably is all on ac- 
count of the McKinley bill. Not 
only will the manufacture of the 
tin plate industiy be developed by 
the tariff on the foreign arvicle, 
but the production of the tin itself 
- will be carried on after a while 
with ores mined in this country. 
One mill is already iu operation in 
Rapid City, South Dakota, which 
has a capacity of threetons per day 
of pure tin. The benefits of pro- 
tection will be more apparent in- 
side of the next two years when 
the tin industry shall furnish em- 
ployment to thousands of men who 
will spend the money that they 
earn at home instead of having it 
sent absvad forthe benefit of for- 
eign workmen. The temporary 


increase in articles of tinware will ) 


never be felt, even by the poorest 
users of it, aud its slightly en- 
hancei price would never be known 
except for the Democratic sophists 
who are anxious to make a point 
against the Republican party.

In the Custom 
House and at sea on their way 
back to Germany are hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of such 
goods which are not stamped 
“Germany.” The American Econ- 
omist says a large dealer in 
cutlery, in discussing this effect of 
the bill, said recently that the 
market had been flooded with 
knives and cutlery of all sorts 
stamped “Providence Cutlery Co.” 
or “New Bedford Catlery Co.,” 
but nevertheless of German make, 
and of such inferior material that 
men who bought them vowed they 
would never again buy an Ameri- 
can knife or tool. Our American 
cutting tools are the best in the 
world, and hereafter they will not 
suffer from unfair competition. 


Lonpon Industries ‘says that 
“the Union of Industry, a large 
company, has been formed in Bra- 
zil for manufacturing purposes,” 
and that a “representative of the 
concern is in the United States 
buying machinery, which includes 
® paper-making plant,a saw mill 
and steam-laundry appliances. He 
has visited Germany, France, Bel- 
- gium and England, and is reported 
to have declared that American 
machinery is superior to anything 
made in Europe. The price of 
European machinery was, he says, 
alittle lower, but the American

.« CHANGES IN CHINA. 
Two Important Events of Recent Occur- 


rence in the Celestial Empire. ~ 

The death of Prince Ch’un, the father 
of the present Emperor of China, has 
been accompanied by two changes, says 
the Philadelphia Press, which betoken 
great alterations in the spirit, tendency, 
and avowed of the powerful! but 
inscrutable, and often invisible, great 
personages who sway the destinies of 


China, surround the throne, and wield | 


despotic power—yet are often unknown, 
not only to Europe, but to Europeans 
long resident in China. 

The first of these changes relates to 


‘the access of foreign Ambassadors to the 


presence of the Emperor. For Chinese 
this is accompanied by the kotow or 
thrice prostration—a degrading cere- 
mony to European eyes, though a mere 
matter of ordinary respect under Chi- 
nese conventions. Lord Amherst in 
1816 refused peremptorily to submit to 
this in spite of unbroken Russian and 
Dutch precedents, and broke off all ne- 
gotiations. The continued refusal of 
the Chinese authorities was one of the 
causes of war in 1856 by England and 
France, and, while China offered to per- 
mit our own Minister to have an audi- 
ence if he would bend one knee slightly, 
this was refused. There is the best 
authority for saying that if the South- 
erner who was our Minister had had 
the same cool insistence as the mild- 
mannered Northerner who was secre- 
tary of legation, full concessions would 
have been made then. 

They were not, war came and brought 
foreign troops to Peking, and it}was not 
until 1873 that, under a peremptory de- 
mand, the Chinese Government per- 
mitted an audicneé. Since then the non-

venient pretext for delay, and it: marks 
a great advance that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, without awaiting a demand, 
has fixed a time for an audience on Eu- 
ropean terms. 

The other change is the announcement 
that the able, advanced and enlightened 
Li Hung Chang isto pass from his post 
as Viceroy of Chi Li, the first vice-regal 
post in the Empire, and become a mem- 
ber of the grand council of state in 
Peking. Instituted in 1730 by the Em- 
peror Yung Ching, this must not be 
confounded with the four grand secre- 
taric:, of which Li is already a mem- 
ber as one of the two Chinamen on 

iis board. The grand council is in 
many sehses the supreme executive 
power in the Empire. Originally organ- 
ized for military purposes and com- 
posed of Manchus, it had at the begin- 
ning of the year but one Muncha and 
four Chinese. Two of these are on the 
board of foreign affairs. The transla- 
tion of Lito this high post will be uni- 
versally accepted in China and by 
those intelligently familiar with its 
affairs as qa proof that his liberal views 
are to be paramount, and, as the first 
step, the long-expected extension from 
Tien-Tsin to Tungchow is confidently 
expected. Liis anold man and aging. 
He has had one stroke of paralysis, but 
he is the ablest of his race, and his 
new post ought to enable him to over- 
comethe bureaucratic resistance which 


‘has so long balked his better plans and 


frustrated his wiser policy.

CHILD SOVEREIGNS. 


The Status of Royal Minors in the Old 
World. 

It is an interesting circumstance that 
no fewer than three European thrones 
are occupied by children. Since the 
abdication of King Milan, his son 
Alexander, who was born in August, 
1876, and is now, consequently, fourteen 
years old, has been the titular ruler of 
Servia, though the country is really 
governed by a board of regents. The 
present King of Spain, Alfonso XIII., 
is an infant, and during his minority 


the normal head of the monarchy will | 


be his mother, the Queen-Regent 
Christina. By the death of King 
William III. the crown of Holland de- 
volves on his daughter, Wilhelmina, 
who is in her eleventh year. Here 
again, the child’s mother, Queen Emma, 


is temporarily invested with the royal | 


functions. 

What likelihood, asks the New York 
Ledger, is there that these children will 
ever rule in their own. names? The 
young King of Servia has evidently the 
poorest chance of reigning. The quarrel 
between his father and his mother, the 
ex-Queen Nathalie, has divided his parti- 
sans, while the pro-Russian party, now 
dominant in Servia, aims to displace 
the Obrenovitch dynasty to which King 
Milan and his son belong, and substi- 
tute the pretender Karageorgevitch. 
As to the infant King of Spain, his sub- 
jects have been hitherto withheld from 
revolutionary outbreaks by a certain 
sentimentof chivalry. But as the sov- 
ereign grows older, this feeling will 
disappear, and it will prove extremely 
difficult for his supporters to make 
head against the Spanish Republicans 
on the one hand and the Carlists on the 
other. 

The close approach to universal suf- 
frage which has recently been made in 
Spain must greatly strengthen the pop- 
ular leaders who regard a monarchical 
system with contempt and detestation. 
The girl-Queen of Holland has the best 
chance of retaining her position; but 
her hour of trouble will come when her 
marriage is discussed. Her mother, 
who is a German. will naturally wish 
her to marry a German Prince; but such 
a project is certain to be_resisted by 
Russia and France, nor is it. likely to be 
viewed ‘with favor by the Hollanders, 
who dread absorption in the German 
Empire. On the whole, there is some- 
thing pathetic in the situation of these 
child sovereigns.

CARSON LETTER. 


“XXX” Sums Up the Situa- 
tion in Clean Cut English. 


Matters of General Interest In- 
telligently Discussed. 


Carson, March 11, 1891. 
Eprror Gazette—The principal 
features of the weeks’ Legislative bus- 
iness so far, have been the passage 
throngh the House of La Grave’s 
Senate bill providing for the Austral- 


providing a State Board of Equaliza- 
tion. These two bills took most of 
the day yesterday and considerable 
interest was manifested. Wallace & 
Co. were too much for the opponents 
of the Equalization bill, and it passed 
by a good majority. Several attempts 
were made to amend it, but the six- 
teen roll calls ordered on amend- 
ments and points, showed a singular 
unanimity of feeling on the bill by its 
supporters, and exemplified the care- 
ful coaching and training they had re- 
ceived. Harrington of Esmeralda, 
upon the final passage of the act, gave 
notice that he would on the following 
day, move a reconsideration of the 
vote, but this even proved futile, as 
the same twenty-six voted down the re- 
consideration, so the act is now on its 
way to the Governor. There. are 
many opinions expressed asto the 
practicability of the bill, some con- 
tending that it will be of great advan- 
tage tothe State and others depre- 
cating any such an idea, while others 
think it. will not stand fire asa con- 
stitutional law. The bill is passed, 
however, and the corporations rub 
their hands gleefully and another 
jewel is torn from thecrown of the 
“‘“Goddess of Nevada’’ and the corpor- 
ative elements rule the roost. The 
only amendment thet was made of 
any note was the substituting of the 


‘State Treasurer for Surveyor General, 


on the Board. This seemed to be the 
Storey county pet scheme, and of 
course it carried. The change is a 
ridiculous one from the fact that the 
Treasurer has no data or other means 
of knowing or estimating the valua- 
tions, while the Surveyor General does 
have some chance fromthe reports 
forwarded him by county Assessors, 
besides his Official and necessary 
knowledge of property, locations, etc., 
by almost daily intercourse with the 
several counties. Now the railroad 
is assessed in Lyon county at about 
$8,000 per mile. No doubt that the 
Board of Eyualization will consider 
this a fair assessment and will take it 
as a basis for Washoe, Humboldt aad 
Elko. Ifthe Board is not satisfied 
now it will be later on when the time 
arrives. The same rule may be 
worked in Storey county with the val- 
uable mining and milling properties 
by putting the rate at $5.00 per hun- 
dred, and the valuation at compara- 
tively a nominal figure so that. the 
county expenses can be met without 
trouble, but their share of the State 
tax will be so small that it will not 
compare favorably with that ofa re- 
spectable county school district; but 


Washoe, Humboldt, and some of the 
other agricultural counties pay enough 
in to the State coffers to salary offi- 
cials and keep up the Stute govern- 
ment and institutions, and eee and 
Ormsby will attend to the legislation 
and see that thé other counties toe the 
mnark.

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STRANGE PETs. 


A New Oraze Among Followers of 
Fashion. 


— | 


Curious and Interesting Creatures in De- 
mand for Household Playthings 
—Reptiles Have Succeeded 
Wild Animals. 

The popular craze to own something 
that is odd or out of the common order 
of things has extended itself to house- 
hold pets, says the New York Sun. A 


number of departures in this direction 


have been made in recent years that are 
strikingly novel. Much time and mon- 
ey have been spent to get some of the 
curious and interesting specimens that 
one occasionally hears of as household

The reptile family is a large 
one to choose from. Many of the vari- 
eties are perfectly harmless and s0 
| rare that few persons have ever seen a 
| specimen, and biit little is known of 
| their habits. 

| ‘There are several kinds that are ex- 
| ceedingly pretty, and to learn the pe- 
| culiar habits of these very timid creat- 
| ures is oftentimes both instructive and 
amusing, especially to young people or 
| children. 

| The smaller kinds of harmless rep- 
tiles are, as a matter of course, the only 
ones from which desirable pets may be 


if any, trouble,.and no expense. 

The only oulay is the buying of a 
| case in which to keep the pets and even 
| this may be avoided by making one. A 
| good-sized box with a glass side might 
easily be utilizedfora den. A lining 
of bark both adds to the effect and 
makes it pleasanter for the inmates of 
the case. A sandy, gravelly floor, with 
a few stones, apiece of rugged wood 
and a good-sized pan of water are all 
that will be required for the most 
fastidious reptile. Those intending to 
keep these curious pets can buy or fit 
up as handsome a den asthe length of 
their pockets and fancy may dictate. 

Of the many wonderful creatures that 
: will thrive in a limited space and readily 
| adapt themselves to circumstances, the 
green tree-toad is probably the prettiest 
and most entertaining. It is found in 
| large numbers in Southern Europe 
| and Northern Africa. It lives almost 
entirely on insects, which it gath- 
ers from trees. The formation of 
| the tree toad is indeed peculiar, and isa 
| striking example of the provision made 
| by nature for her children. On each of 
its toes the tree toad has a small sucker 
by which it is enabled to travel over 
smooth perpendicular surfacés. A. tree 
toad can.climb up and remain clinging 
to a pane of glass without any apparent 
effort. It is so extremely light as to be 
able to walk over and among leaves 
, without weighing them down or causing 
the slightest tremor. 

In elear, fine, sunshiny weather the 
color of the reptile: is a bright emerald 
green. If the weather is dull and cloudy 
the color of the tree toad quickly 
changes to a muddy, dull green. For 
food it will take any small insect, and 
| is very fond of flies. 
| Another pretty and amusing little 
| reptile that is very easily tamed is the 
, common lizard. Its quick ‘movements 
and the way in which it forages for 
itself makes it a very interesting pet, 
The lizards are pretty, aid some rare 
specimens have been brought from the 
West Indies that are very handsomely 
marked. They may be kept in the 
same case with tree toads.and thrive on 
the same kind of food. 

There are few reptiles that are de- 
spised by the average countryman 
more thoroughly than the common 
newt, which may be found in almost 
all ponds, ditches or small pools. They 
are perfectly harmless and frequently 
very beautiful. Some of the varieties 
are beautifully spotted with bright yel- 
, low on a black surface. They are as 
| much at home in the water and as 
quick of motion asa fish. They are 
constantly on the move and swim 
gracefully to and fro, searching for tad- 
poles, worms and any small water-in- 
sects that may come in their way, all 
of which they devour with avidity. 
The newt might also be kept in the 
den with the tree toads and lizards, 
providing the water supply is large 
enough to allow the newt space in 
which toswim. Like frogs, newts do 
not gain their perfect form for six weeks 
after they are hatched or come out of 
the egg, which really hatches itself. 
They are constantly changing their 
skins, and often look quite ragged, as if 
in want of a new coat.
